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THE MEMORIAL GATES 



V " Another structure of striking architectural beauty is nearing 
completion. The Roddick Memorial Gates, donated by Lady Rod- 
dick as a fitting tribute to the memory of her late husband, has 
added a touch of dignity to the campus entrance that is justly a 
matter of "pride to those who observe its effect as they pass to and 
from lectures dajjy. As we watch tht progress in construction of 
the 'Agates we are constantly reminded of him whose life and work 
and service they commemorate. 

It is fitting then that we review briefly a few of the many 
Points of interest in the career of one of McGill's illustrious me- 
|';;^|{idical men. From the time of his graduation from the Medical 
here in I 866, Sir Thomas Roddick was intimately associat- 
ilh the University for nearly sixty years as dcmonstrater, 
IprS^essor, dean of the Faculty of Medicine,' and in later years as 
Brnor. Ten years after winning the Holmes Gold Medal he 
made Professor of Clinical Surgerey. From the first he was 
& a painstaking, skilful surgeon and he soon became renowned 
^aii|a teacher. "His love for his work, genial manner and innate 
Icindness of heart endeared him to all his students." Scattered all 
ovéfr-the world to-day are hundreds of graduates in medicine who 
never forget his simple and impressive methods of teaching. 
|He' it was who introduced Lister's antiseptic methods of surgery 
J?^f! into Montreal, and from here il spread all over Canada reiiucinu 
I V^îiiJ the^ mortality of operations to a minimun. He organized the sur- 
l^'gical; department -of the Royal Victoria Hospital when it was op- 
B^ed; and was the prime mover in having the Alexandra Hospital 
'^infectious diseases constructed. It was largely (jue to his ef- 
:i>vrfort8,,and influence that the Dominion Council of Canada was 
constituted which allows but one portal of entrance to the prac- 
tice of Medicine throughout the Uominion ana pcrmiis Cmmulaiio 
jl^jjto practise in Great Britain. The British Medical Journal says 
v^JÀ^tKïtSjiin ^ t way he rendered immense service to his profession 
^gMjdFiiid something towards consolidating the Driiish Empiii: — a 
l^^êiusé ■ always dear to his heart — by making the Canadian doc- 
tor at home in this country (Britain) and the British doctor at 
.y;!?jlomc in Canada "Sir Thomas received honour after honour dur- 
%ing his time. He was the forst colonial to be made president of the 
j ' British Medical Assciatoin, and in 1914 was honoured by the 
^' ; for distinguished services to his country and to the medicnl 

profession. Durliii; his lorm , jf ofn:;e as Dean, the Faculty of 
^^.^Medicine made great strides, and the position which it holds to- 
^ay is in no small measure due to his untaiiing energy onu !u,i, 
fefor his Alma Mater. 

The memorial gates now being erected will perpetuate the 
rjîiçMmenîory of an ominenlly useful life. The design has been the re- 
^^siilt of much care and thought. As they near completion we rea- 
" 'f^ ;K zej.how greatly they will improve the appearance of the campus 
'ïancl^Mtempli f y the solid foundations on which the educational 
«ystcm of the University is built. Nor will the structure be an- 
ij^vfiirely ornamental for the west tower is to contain a four-faced 
^'clock fitted with Westminstw chimes that will ring out the hours 
^oFthe day.
